whereof, much more a number of. them, would 
doubtlefſe provea. breach of Peace, eſpecially being 
his owne Interpreter, as iswell knowne to the Mer- 
chants coſt, uponall occaſions,and Ambaſſador, Na- 
tion, and whole effe&s, endangered no lefſe than if 
we had ſacked Conftaminopleit (elfe. 

Fifthly, grant we might and could ruine at Iaſt 
this neſt of Robbers, which in likelihood, by reaſon 
of their Situation, we cannot be able tor one or two 
yeares ſpace, to damnihe ſo -much, as we might the 
Imperiall ſcateir ſelfe, and whole Territories belides 
on the Mediterranean Coaſt; Yet if after niany yeares 
chargeand trouble-ic were effeted, the rooting out 
this one Nation might chance bring in Dominion 
of ſeverall others into thoſe parts, and prove more 
peltiferous to us in matterof our commerce for the

{o materiall, as Silke, Cotten wooll, Cotton yarne, 
Galls, Grograines, Grograine yarne, &c. all ormoſ 
whereof we can have elſe where, or be without incale 
ofneceſlity, and for the moſt part, to further theſe re- 
turnes, about fifty thouland pounds per anmem, ul:d 
to be ſent from Legorneunto Aleppo, 'in Spaniſh Reals 
of eight, which otherwiſe might pechaps have beene 
brought for England in fpecie , and at work by ex-' 
change, or in ſome commodities or other; it is 
worth notice, that though the Txrkie company have 
of late thus exported above twenty thouſand col- 
lour'd clothes per annum, yet it is certaine, they cat» _ 
no:,as the caſe ſtands, continue the tradeto profit for. 
above halfe that quantity in the futare, unleſle the Ve- 
zetian, and French Cloath be yet farther beaten our,

Wee have here preſented to our conſideration 
theſc foure things. Firſt , That there is a certain 
time, a certain day, which may deſcrvedly be cal- 
led, and is indeed the Lords day, The ſecond, That 
the diy here ſpoken of, is that particular day, and 
why itis lo called. Thethird, Is the great privi- 
ledges, and ſpeciall prerogatives of this day , be- 
yond, and above all other. The fourth, Is the du- 
tics which belong to us upon this day ; it is to be 7# 
the Spirit , as S'. Toby was ; though not in Spirituall 
Trazices, yet in Spirituall Exerciſes and Mcdita- 
tions. WO 
For the firſt of theſe, it is certain, moſt certain, 
That there is not, nor ever was any Nation ander 
the Cope of H-aven lince the firſt Creation, which 
acknowledged a Deity , but withall it acknow- 
ledged a Divine Worſhip and Service due to this 
Deity ; and that not onely inward in the minde, but 
outward, in facred and ſolemn Kites and Obſervan- 
ces, as being both the kindely effes, and lively 
charaQers of ihe in-bred Notions and Motions of 
the Soul: And to this purpoſe they had nor onely 
Temples, and Altars, and Sacrificcs, and forms of 
Invocation, but Feftivill dayes, ſet dayes, or dayes 
{ct apart ; as for the publique and Civill affairs, fo 
likewiſe for the religious Rites and Ceremonies. 
And this they had partly from the diQare of rea- 
fon, which tells us, That every action requires, as 4 
place,ſoatime ſureable thereunto, partly from ex- 
perience, which teacheth us, That that which is lefc 
at randome, and hath no day prefixcd, is ſeldome 
periormed as it ſhould be on any day; and _ 
rom 
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from thoſe broken remainders of the Image of 

God left in them, and an imitation of the Church 

of God, though trom it, inthe main points of his 

Worſhip, they had much degenerated. 

It may be well chought,that the firſt man created 
immediately by God himſelf , even in the ſtate of 
Innocency, had both a certain place and time for 
the Worſhip of kis Maker; Howlſoever ſure it is, s : 
that before we reade of the fall of man, we reade 
of a Seventh day, bleſſed and ſandinied by: God 
himſelf, Gen.2.3. ſanAifhed, that by man it might 
| be kept holy to his glory ; and blefled, that man by 
keeping of it holy, might receive a blefling from 
| God. When E709 was born of Se&h, the{lonhe of 

Adam, itis ſaid, That men then began to call upon 
the Name of the Lord, Ges.4. at the laft yerſe : that 
is (as I take it) to cail upon his Name in Publique 
Aſſemblies; for which , no doubt but they had a 
certain place appointed, leſt otherwiſe men might 
be diſappointed in their meetings : And moſt like ir 
is that it was the ſame day which Avell, and Seth,and 
Adam obſerved before thein, and the reſt of the Pa- 
triachs after them, that day in which God himſelf. 
reſted, having fully finiſhed the great work of the 
worlds Creation. Etiam ante legem ron dubito prim:s zl- 
lis patribis doffore Deo, diem hunc ſolennem , auguſlum 
ſacrum fui(ſe,{aith the learned Mercerus, Even betore in Gen, 
the Law I doubt not but this Day by Gods teacn- * 7: 
ing, was ſolemn and ſacred to thole primitive Fa- 
thers. And Peter Martyr, Nec ejus obſervatio capit lege tor.com. 
data in Sina, ſed aate celebrabatur ; Neither did the ob- © = 
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Law in $/44;, but it was celebrated before. Of the 
ſame opinion is R/vet, who likewiſe anſwers all the 


Gen: exer- arguments brought to the contrary , which toge- 


ther with them 1 the rather embrace, tor that before 
the giving of the Law in Mount S7n4/, we have an 
expreſſe and ſeyere charge for the keepingof it in 
gathering Manna, Exod, 15, and upon that occaſion 
*riwo {uch miracles ſhewed to ratifie. and magnifte 
that day, as [eldome ſhall ye reade of more remark- 
able thorow the book of God ; whereof the one 
was, that the Marra fell in great plenty upon all the 
other dayes of the week , but upon the Seventh 
none at all; The other, That being gathered on the 
Sixth day, it remained ſweet til] the Seventh , and 
not ſo on any other day of the week delides : Either 
of which miracles were doubtleſſe as great or 
oreater than that fabulous one of Plinie, ſecon- 
ded by ſome of the Jewiſh Rabbins, of a River 
in Indea, which is ſaid to runne the ſixe firſt 
daycs of the week, and on the ſeventh to dry up; 
ſo as xve ſhall not nced go ſeek out that River co aus 

thorize that day, 
Yet afrer all this was this very day again 
for the better obſervation of it, proclained in 
Mount $S:za/, and that in a dreadfull and glori- 
ous manner, Exod. 20, having a more ſolemn 
entrance into it, and more weighty reaſons to 
hedge it 1n ard confirm it , than any other 
of the Commandements. And beſides, all the 
reft are negative orcly, the firſt of the ſecond 
Table, and this I:ft of the firſt Table are atfr- 
mative, gay this onely 1s both aſtimative and. 
nega-

negative, ſtanding inthe midſt of the two Tables, 
to ſhew that they both depend upon the obſerva- 
tion of it; which I conccive te be the reaſon that 
in ſome paſſages of Scripture the keeping of the 
Sabbath day is put for the whole body of Gods 
Worfthip, and preſſed with more carneſtneſſe both 
in the following Chapters of the ſame book, and 
inthe bouks following of Moſes and the Prophets, ® 
than any of the other Preceprs ; ſo astill the com- 
ingof Chrift, and at his coming too, nay, for 
a while after his deatty and pailion, reſurredi- 
on and aſcention ( that the mother Synagogue 
( as S'. Auguitine ſpeaks) might be buried with 
the greater honour) ir was duely ard conftantly 
obſerved by the Church of God. But when the 
fulneſſe of time was come for the abrogation of 
it , yetthe equity of the Commandemenr ( which 
D.vines do call the morall part thereof) remain- 
ing ſtill in its full ſtrength and vigour , required 
not onely ſome certain time te be ſet apart for 
the publique Worſhip of God , but at leaſt one 
day in Seven : which is not onely the judge-, ,, 6. - 
ment of * Chryſoftome , and * Peter Martyr , and * Bel- z.Hom.18.. 
larmint, and Door Fulke, in his anſwer to the To<Com. 
Rhemtits, commenting upon the words of my ;,..*

oainſt the Schiſmaticks of our time, ſo as we necd pigacce-- 
not ſuſpect him of Puritaniſme : Wee arc dr Rover 
bound ( ſaith he in the 5* Book of his Ee-;,&;.; 
clchafticall policy , and ſeventeenth Paragraph, one iuave- 
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dayes)** We are bonnd to accompt the ſandificati- 
< on of one day in ſcven,a duty which Gods immy- 
© table law doth exad for cyer, although with us 
© theday be changed, in regard of a new revoluti- 
< on, begun by our Saviour Chrift, yet the ſame 
© proportion of time , the ſame proportion of time 
* continueth , which was before by way of 
*<a perpetutuall homage, a perpeinall nomage , 
*© never to be diſpenſed withall , nor remitted. 
Then: which, I ſee not what can be ſpoken more 
plainly or more punttually ; which is the rather to 
be marked, tor that the Author being a man of ad- 
mirable learning, and of a decp judgement, and by 
reaſon thereof making many doubts to himfſclt, 
(which the ignorant by reaſon of their ſhallow and 
narrow capacities, hardly diſcern, and caſily ſwal- 
low) is notwithſtanding in the point ſo poſitive abd 
peremptory as youſee. Whereunto we may adde 
the teftimeny of our Homilies, allowed to be read 
19 our Churches by publique authority, making al- 
ſo one day in the week by the morall part of the 
0f 5-510 Commandement to be conſecrated ; and that not in 
ard iime of part, but wheily to heavenly exerciſes of Gods truce: 
Par. Religionand Service. Agd trucly this our Churches 
pitt reſolution therein to me weighs more than the op1- 
nions of many others to the contraty , though I 
_ not cenſure , much leſſe abſolmely condemne 
them. 
My concluſion ſhall be, That as the tenth part, 
ad mmimum is Gods portion for the fruits of the 
earth, 16 the feventh part of his proportion for 
time: and both of them notonely under the Seve

ticall Law but under the Goſpel; the number of ſe- 
venis ſacred, as Philo in his book de opificio munds 
hath learnedly ſhewed; but for proof thereof I will 
go no further then this very book of the Revelation, 
wherein we read of Seven Angels,and Seven Trumpets, 
and Seven Yalls, and Sever Seales, and Seven Stars,and 
Seven Candleſticks, and Seven Churches, and Seven Spi+ 
rits betore the throne of God; all which ſeems ro 
imply the number to be Myſtical and ſacred, and 
conſcquently moſt properly due to religious exer- 
ciſcs in publick, conliliing in the ſacied Service of 
allmigiury God. 
" All which notwithſtanding, ſome ſuch are found 
profcſſi ig themlelves Chriſtians,as Anabapriſts and 
Fam.liits, whonotonly deny any ſct time to be ap- 
propriated to Gods ſervice, by the law of Chriſt; 
bur further affirme, that no ſuch time is now by 
Chriſtians living under the Goſpell in any ſortro 
bee obſcrved: And tothis end they wreſt thoſe 
paſſages of the Apoſtle Gal. 4. 10. Rom. 14.5. Cel. 
2. 16. they wrelt them I ſay, the only ſcope of 
the Apoſtle in thoſe paſſages being to cry downe 
the Ceremonial ule, or Superititions abule of dayes, as 
well among the lewes as the Gentiles; not to make 
holy dayes ſer apart for Gods Service unlawfull; 
nay, 1t is certaine that inother places hee m kes 
the” lawfull, and this day here ſpoken of in my 
Tcxt in fa ticular, aſwell by his practice as his pre- 
Ccpt : wi-ich will appear in my ſecond generall part 
which offcrs it ſeltc ia the next place z namely, that 
tte day here ſpoken of in my Text is that particu- 
larday, which is now by us Chriſtians in.a ſpeci 11 
B manner

manner ſt apart for the ſervice of God: In the 
handling whereof wee have two things to be con- 
ſidered: firſt the ſeverall names of this day, and 
then why it is termed the Lords day. 

This day is ſometimes called the Sabborh, ſome- 
times Sw»day, ſometimes the firſt day of the week, ſome- 
times the E:ghth day, and ſometimes the Lords day, 
as herein my Text. 

The name of the Sabborh ( 1 muſt confeſſe) in the 
ancicnt Cowncels or Fathers wee ſhall hardly tind ap- 
plycd to this day, unlefle withall they adde Sabba- 
thum Chriftianorum the Sabboth of Chriſtians ; For 
when they ſpeak of the Sabboth abſolutely, with- 
out any addition, they alwayes underſtand the Sa- 
turday the Seventh day, the Sabboth day of the 
J:wes, which cxcept it bee beedtully obſerved of 
thoſe who are conycriant in their writings, it may 
be an occaſion of much errour and miſtake. Which 
notwithſtanding I make no queſtion, but this day 
may without any juſt fuſpitioa of Iudaiſme be cal- 
led the Sabboth : and that for theſe Reaſons. Firſt, 
becauſe our Saviour himſelfe (as I conceive ) hath 
focalled it : pray that your flight be not in the winter, nor 
on the Sabboth day ; where he ſpeakes of the deſtruRi- 
on of Hier»ſulem, which fell out about forty years 
after his Aſcention, whereas the Sabboth of the 
Iewes was abrogated by his reſurteQion, and con- 
ſequently it cannot well bee underſtood, but of the 
Sabboth of Chriſtians, the day here ſpoken of. My 
ſecond Reaſon is, for that Sabbath fignifying Reſt, 
the word in regard of thar ſignification is appliable 
to our day, as well as to thcirs, it being a day of 


Reſt 
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Reſt tous, as well as to them: True indeed itis that 
' the Sabbath was ſo called 4 day of reſt, in a double 
reſpe : Firſt becauſe God himfclſe upon that day 
refted from the workes of the Creation ; and then 
becauſe they in imtation of God, and by comman- 
dement from God were likewiſe to reſt upon the 
ſamc day; whereas ours cannot be called a Sabbath 
in rcſ{pe of the firſt, thatis Gods reſt ; but only in 
reſpect of the ſecond, that is our reft. My third rea- 
ſon is,for that our Lords day ſucceeded in the place 
of the Sabbuth,and was ordained to the ſame gene+ 
rall end; as our ſpirituall exerciſes arc called Sacri- 
fices, becaiiſc they ſucceed in the place of their Sa» 
Crifices, ſo may our Lords day not unfitly bee ter- 
med the Sabbath, becauſcir ſucceeds inthe place of 
£i.cir Sabboth. 

Secondly, this day here ſpoken of in my Text is 
ſometimes called Sunday, which though it be a name 
impoſed by the Gentiles, who knew not the true. 
God, giving the-names of the ſeven Planets to the 
ſeyen dayes of the week ; yer for diſtinions ſike I 
ſce not, bur wee Chrittians may without ſuperſtiti- 
on or relation tothem call rhe dayes of the weeke 
by the ſame names that they did, as well as we do 
the Plareis; or as God himſclfe calls the ſtars by 
beatheniſh nomes, Plerades, Orion, and Artiurus with 
bis ſon»es, 10b 38. oras S. Lyke Ads 28. tells us that 
the ſhip of Alexandria in which S. Paul iailed had 
the ligne of Caſtor and Po!'#x, heathenith Gods: yet 
it may not be denyed, but the primicive Chriſtians 
who daily-converied among thoſe i-olatrous Gen- 
til.s, in detcſtation of their Idolatry, for the moſt

third, fourth,fifth, & ſixth days of the week;though 
they were not ſo ſcupulous, but ſometimes they 
were content to uſe the names.of Surday too, as 
witneſleth Euſcbi5 in his fourth book of the lite of 
Conſtantine, Hunc ſalutarem aim (faith he, ſpeaking of 
the Lords day | quem luc;s vel Soirs appellamus, and 10 
it is called more then once by 113t:14us Mrtyr, in his 
ſecond Apolovey : Andiruly conſidering that upon 
this day the light was made, which being firſt diſ- 
per'ed was atterward gathered jnto the body of 
the Sunne, and withall that Chriſt the Sunne of 
righteouſneſle (as he is called Mal. 4. 2.) roſe a- 
22in vpon this day, I ſee not but that we Chriftiaps 
may without any juſt offenſe name it Sunday. 
Thirdly, it is ſometimes called he firſt day of the 
week, thus was it conſtantly called by the Tewes, as 
beivg the begitining both of the week and of the 
world; thus by Moſes Gen. x,5. thus by all the four 
Evangeliſts Math. 28. 1. Mark 15.2. Luke 24.1. 10. 
20. 1. and again by St, Lake As 20,7. and by St: 
Paul 1 Cor. 16.2, nay more then fo, amongſt all na- 
tions, that keep any account of weeks, and moneths 
and years, this day is accounted the firſt day of the 
week; which without doubt they borrowed cither 
by tradition from the Patriarchs,and ſo from Adam, 
or from the writings of Moſes, which many of them 
read. But by the way wee arc here to obſerve, that 
this being the firſt day of the week cannor poiſibly 
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bee the ſeventh; one of the ſeven ard the firſt and 
chief of the ſeven it is, bur the ſeventh ( it we will 
follow Gods account ) it is not, nor cannot be {o 
called : ſo that what is ſpoken in the fourth Com- 
mandement of the Sabbath as the ſeventh day, I 
{iy as tis rhe {cventh day, cannot bee appliable to 
this day of ours, except we ſhould mike the firſt 
and the (eventh all one. 

Fourthly, it i> ſometimes called the eighth day ; for 
as it isthe firſt in regard of the weck following, 1c 
is it the eighth in regard of that going before. Suth- 
CICct wart a: we have for this name 10.20.25, where 
though wce read after erght dayes, yer by the conſent 
of all Divincs it is to bee underſtood of the eighth 
day atter Chriſts Reſurrection, which muſt necds 
be the ſame day of the weeke with thefirſt day of

from hun they held their Crowns, 5s A him they

Now this day is called the Lords day, or this Lords 
diy, becauſe to the honour and ſervice of the Lord 
it was both obſcrved,and enjoyned by his Apoſtles 
fpecially in memory of his reſurretion, and that 
by ſpeciall order from himſelf; of three of theſe, 
namely, that ro the honour of the Lord it was ob- 
ferved by his Apoſtles, and ſpecially in memory 
of his reſurretion, no Chriſtian I think makes any 


doubt ; ſo as neicher of them will necd any further 
proof: two things then remain only to be proved: 


the one, that this day was not only ob!erved by the 
Apoſtles, but by them alſo enzoyned to be obſcr- 
ved by the Church: the other, that both this ob- 
ſcrvation and injuntion were by ſpeciall order 
from the Lord hinſclfe. 

To prove that it was by the Apoſtles themſelves 
enjoyned to be obſerved by the Church, ir ſhall 
not beercquiſi-e to vouch any expreſſe precept of 
theirs ; it will be ſufficient if by neceſſary deduction 
from any ſuch precept it bee made clear ; neither 
can wee otherwiſe prove many dodrinall poynts 
in controverlic, between us and the Church of Rome, 
Now for ſuch a kind of proof I would goe no fur- 
ther then that precept of the Apoſtle x Cor, 16. Is 
Concerning the Colleit:on for the Saints as I have given or- 
der to the Churches of G.latia, even ſo do ye, npon the firſt 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him ins ſtore, as 


God hath proſþcred him. That the ColleQion for the 


poor is here enjoyned; it cannot be denyed , the 
words themſelves preelaim ir ; and that this Colle- 
tion was inſeparably annexed tothe Lords Day, 
becauſe on it the Congregation was alſembled ; nor 


oncly 
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onely this Text,but the Eccleſiaſticall Writers give 
plentifull reftimony : trom whence the conc]ution 
in my judgement isclear and fair, Thatthe Lords 
Day it ſclf , in which ſuch Collections were 
made, was conſequently by them enjoyucd ; for 
where two things ate in{cparably united, he who 
enjoyns the vn-, canrut, but by conſequent like- 
wiſe, enjoyn the otiicr : As when God laid, Ld 
there be l:ght, it light cannor be tep:rared from heat, 
it was in efte as much asit he had ſaid, Let there 
inz'" behcat, Thus m+ch doch Doctor Rivet collect from 
cit. ver theſe words of the Apoſtle. And thus much, it 
tus fincm. ſhould ſcem. Saint Argu/tize, in his 251 Sermon, de 
zempore, gathered either fion this, or ſome other 
paſſage of rhis kinde ; where he reacheth us, That 
the Apoſtles not onely obtc: ved this day , but reli-

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As he diſſolved the Sabbath of the Jewes, fo he 
appointed the Lords day of the Chriſtians to ſuc- 
cecd it. New Lords they ſay, new lawes, which 
in him was vcrificd; acw Sacraments, new ſacri- 
fices, a new Pricſthood, a new Pentccoft, a new 
Sabbath. Thus old things paſſed away, and all 
things by bim became new; and if all other things 
belonging to his ſervice, then ſurcly the day too, 
ig which this ſcrvice is ſolemnly to be performed, 
that ſoit might be ſutcable to his ſervice. 

This bleſſed day was not only foreſeen, and 
foretold by the Pſalmiſt, bur the making of it, by the 
Lord. Thu i the dey which the Lord hath maac, let us 
rejoyce and be glad in it, Pſal.

holy Ghoſt ; whoſe ſins ye remit, they are remitted, and whoſe 

ſins ye retain, they are retained, there is their Commiſſ- 

on, verſ.2 2.23. Andagain, his diſciples being aſ- 
ſembled as betore (in all likelihood bis Com- 
mandment) for the exerciſe of religious duties, up- 

on the very ſame day of the week following, he 
appears to them again; as for the imparting of 0- 

rher myſteries umothem, ſo in particular for the 
frengrhning of Thomas his faith, who athis former 
zpparition was abſent from that affembly : yea, 

atter this again, before his Aſcenfion he appeared

of the Lord himſelf : yet becauſe he ſceth the

would cafily have found therein ſomewhat more, 
then a bare Conjecture. 

Which I am the rather induced to beleeve, for

what they practiſed, and delivered hercin, they re- 
ceived from the Lord: As one of them ſpeaks for 
all, in another calc indeed, yet not improperly ap- 
pliable to our prefent purpoſe: which being ſo, 
they doubrtleſſe derogate much, both from the ho- 
nourof the Lords-day, and from the Lord him- 
ſelf, the Author thercof, who would make it no 
better then an humane ordination, or at beſt an Ec- 
giefiafticall Conftrution, framed according to the 
pattern of the Apoſtles; and conſequently change- 
able cither by the Civill Magiſtrate, as ſome, or 
by the Church as others : Whereas the Primitive 
Chriſtians were ſo conſtantly reſolved of the im- 
mutable fixedneſle thereof, that they expected his

return, to the generall judgement upon the ſame 1,7, , 


day, which himſelf had ordained in all ſucceeding 
ages to be kept holy : And therefore they thoughr 
they could never ſufficiently grace it with the high- 
eſt titles of preheminence, they could poſſibly de- 
viſe: which is my third generall part, and now 


preſents it ſclf to our view : the notable preroga- - 


tives I mean, and ſpeciall priviledges of this day 
beyond, and above all other. 

As all time, ſo all dayes which are a part of time 
arc of the Lords making : and as a part of time, ſo 
_ arethey cquall among themſelves, as well in Dig-" 
nity as Duration ; but in regard of the end rowhich, 


and the uſe for which they arc ſet apart z ſq are they 
; C 3 diſtin- 
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diſtinguiſhed each from the other ; which by Syr4 


v 78,79 cidesis well and truly expreſt: why ſaith he, doth 


one day excell another, when as all the light of c- 
very day in the yeer is from the Sun £ whereunta 
he maketh anſwer, By the knowledge of the Lord, 
they were diſtinguithed, and he altered ſeaſons and 
feaſts; ſome of them hath he made high-dayes, 
and hallowed them; and ſome of them, hath he 
made ordinary dayes: And ſurely, if any day be 
an high-day, it ſhould in reaſon be the Lords-day. 
The eminency whereof, it ſhall not be amiſle to 
conſider comparatively in relation to other dayes : 


| Firſt ro the Jewiſh Sabbath ; and then to other 


dayes of the week, ſpecially other Holidayes of 
the Chriſtians. 


For the firſt of thele, as by the Gentiles the 


| Lords day was uſually called Dzes Solis, Sunday ; So 


was the Jewiſh Sabbath Des Saturni, Saturns-day, 
or Saturday; and how much the Sun in bigneſle 
cxcecds, and excells in brightnefle and influence, 
the ſtarre by thera named Satwrn , ſo much doth the 
Lords-day exceed, and excell the Jewiſh Sabbath. 
Their Sabbath was inſtituted in memory of the\ 
Creation ; our Lords-day of the Redemption of 
the world: Now for the Creation of the world, 
God only ſpake the word, and it was made; but 
for the Redemption thereof, the Erernall Word,the 
Sonne of God himſclf muſt become incarnate; and 
by the ſpace of many yeers, both do, and ſuffer 
many things : by means of the Creation, man was 
intituled to the earthly paradiſe; by means of the 
Redemption, tethe heavenly : by the Creation he- 


Was 
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was made a Companion of the Angels ; by redemp” 
tion they are made in ſome ſort his inferiors, being 
ſent forth to miniſter for their ſakes, that ſhall be 
heirs of ſalvation: Inthe Creation all the other 
Creatures have their intereft together with man; 
the work of Redemption is proper to him alone: 
Again, the Jewifh Sabboth was renewed ia memory 
of their deliverance from the bondage of FZeypr 3 
but our Lords-day ordained to be kept holy, in me- 
mory of our deliverance from the bondage of Sia 
and Satan, who held us under in a farre more miſe- 
rable flavery then that of Zzypr. Moreover it is by 


Saint Auguſtine obſerved, that the Iſraclites paſſed Som. a 
fafely through the read Sea, not onthe Sabboth, 215+ 
but on our Lords-day ; and both by him and Origen, Super ex 
Phat the Manna fell firſt, onthe firſt day of the ©9"7- 


week, but none on the Seventh : where by the Man- 
”, Origen after his allegorizing manner, under- 
ſtands the ſweet dew of heavenly Dotrine, and 
from thence inferres, Intelligent Tudei jars tune pre- 
latam eſſe dominicam noſtram Indaico Sabbaths, Let the 
Jews know that even then our Lords-day was pre- 
ferred beforetheir Sabboth. | 
Now in relation to the other dayes of the week, 
and to other holy-dayes; This Lords day ſhines a- 
mong them, as doth the Dominicall Letter clod in 
Scarlet among the other Letters in the Calendar 
oras the Sunneimparts light to allthe other Stars ; 
ſo doth this day, bearing the name thereof, both 
Light and Life to all the other dayes of the week.

ef prima lux, This Lords day is a venerable day, 
The firlt day, a perfe and ſhining day, in which 
the light was firft ſeen. Nay, Pererius the Jcſuite in 
his Commentaries upon the work of the. tirſt day, 
having recounted no lefle then thirteen - ſpeciall 
Prerogatives thereof ; at laſt he thus concludes, 
Hec ſunt prim! illius diet inſignia atque ornamenta, quibus 
64 ates mira. liter nobilitatur atque decoratur , Thele a1© 
the enfignes and ornaments of this firſtday,wherc- 
with It 15 wondertully ennobled, and garniſhed : 
Likewiſe the Hebrew Author of the Book called 
ar'P; i Sedar, Olam, Rabba, cap. 7. Recordeth many memo- 


Tp, Table things which were done upon the firſt day of 


ub.1,cap.2, the week: as {y many types thatthe chief worthip 
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of God ſhould (under the new Teſtament) be cele- 
brated upon this day. © As that on this day the 
« cloud of Gods Majcſty firſt ſate upon his people. 
© Aaron and his children firft executed their Prieft- 
F< hood. God firſt ſolemnly blefled his people. 
<© The Princes of his people firſt offered publikely 
« unto God. The firſt day wherein fire deſcended 
© from heaven. The certainty of theſe, I leave to 
the Author to prove ; but ſure I am, that the Primi- 
tive Church, for more thana thouſand yeers after 
Chriſt, to expreſle the greatneſſe of their joy upon 
this day, ncither faſted nor kneeled : Nay, Tertulliau 
gocs further, in his Book de corona militis , cap. 3. Die 
ademinico jejnnare nefas ducimns, Cc de geniculis adorare, 
We hold it unlawfnll upon the Lords Day, cither 
tofaſt or to pray kneeling. And Saint H:lary in his 
Prologue ſet before his explanation of the Pſalms, 
gives the reaſon thereof ; ne feftivitatem ſpiritualis hu- 
jus Leatudinis impedzrit, leſt it might hinder the joy of 
our Spirituall happineſle on that day. Look then 
what the fire is among the Elements, the Zagle a- 
mong the Fowls, the Whale among the fiſhes, the 
Lion among the Beaſts, Gold among the other Me- 
ealls,and Wheat among the other Grains ; the ſame 
is the Lords Day among all the dayes of the week ; 
this Day differing as much from the reſt as doth 
that Wax to which the Kings great Seal is pnt,from 
ordinary Wax, or that Silver upon which the 
Kings Arms and Image arc ſtamped, from Silver un- 
refined, or in Bullion. 
And for other holy dayes, it is as farretranſcen- 


dent above them too # as they are beyoud other 
D ordinary 
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ordinary dzyes : the other holy dayes, conſcerated 
by the authority of the Church,and amongſt us re- 
ligiouſly obſerved , may not unfitly be reſembled 
to thoſe honorable women ſpoken of in the 45 
Pſalm, Kings daughters were among thy honorable women, 
but the Lords Day ordained by the Lord himſelf, 
and from him derived unto us by his Apoſtles, is as 
the Queen there Randing at the Kings right hand in 
Gold of ophir, gloriouſly apparelled ; the reſt are 
as waiting-Ladics, ſhe as the Empicſle, gradrenſque 
Deas ſuperem;net omncs : and were they all brought Ie 
to one Chain, the Medale of this Chain could be 
no ogher thah the Lords Day. This was,doubtlefſe, 
the generall ard conitant opirion of anti;uiry 
touching this Day © but | know not how it came to 
paſſe, thar after ages, by inſealtble degrees, much 
degenerating from the ſimplicity of thole primitive 
times, ſo infinitely multiplied and magnified their 
holy dayes beyond all meaſure and reafon, that the 
Lords Day began to be fleighted,, and ar laſt, with 
many, to be accounted a common holy day, nay, 
perchance, inferiour to ſome of the Saints; inſo- 
much that with us it had loſt, not oncly the. ho- 
nour due unto it, but the name, by the Apoſtles 
impoſcd upon it.. Which, no doubt, a ſpeciall oc- 
calion of that thick cloud of ſuperſtition which af- 
terwards over ſhadowed the face of the Church ; 
and in appearance, the reducing of. this day to its 
originall honour and name, would prove the readi- 
eſt means to reſtore the Church again to her origi- 
nall luftre and beauty, evenin thoſe parts where 
that cloud 1s not yet diſpelled; as in all likelyhood 

the 
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the preſerving of that name and hoftout with us, 
would likewiſe ſerve to preſerve that ſoundneſle of 
religion which now by Gods bleſſing we have long 
enjoyed under three ſuch Princes, as the world in 
their ſeverall kindes, and in ſucceſhon, cannot ſhew 
the like. And ſo I paſſe to my tourth and laſt gene- 
rall part, The duties of the Lords Day , which, in 
a word, is to be #7 the Spirit, that is in Sptrituall ex- 
Erciles, as Saint 7ohn upen this day was. Though he 
were then baniſhed into the ſolitary Iſle of Patmos, 
where he had no means toconverſe with any Chri- 
ſtian, much lefle ro communicate with their Aſſem- 
blics inreligious duties, yet was he preſent with 
them in ſpirit, as Saint Pau! was with the Coloſſians, 
though abſent in body, much deſiring to be preſent 
with them, and joyning with them, even 1n his pri- 
rate devotions. A good leſſon for ſuch as cannot 
have acccfle to the publique Congregation, conli- 
dering they cannot do what they would, yetto do 
what they may, which is religiouſly to obſerve the 
Lords Day in their private houſes or chambers, in 
the ſhip or in the priſon, if their condition be ſuch 
asthey cannot come to. the Lords Houſe. This is 


it which Saint A#zuſtine adviſeth, diſcourſing of the $<m.25r. 


duties of this day, veniat cuique poſrbrle eff or ores in 
convertn Eccleſia pro peccatis ſuis Deuwws , He who pol- 
libly can come, let him come, and in the Church,let 
him there pray to God for the pardon of his tones; 
21; wero hoc non poſiit ſaltem in domo ſua oret , er non neg- 
l174t Deo ſolvere votrum &+ reddere penſum ſervitutic , but 
he who cannot come to the Church, let him pray 


in his houſe, and let him not negle@ the paying of 
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his Vows to God, and the rendering of that ſervice 
which is exated, » 

Now for ſuch as have free acceſle to the Congre- 
gation,theſe ſp;rituall exerciſes are cither publike or: 
private ; publike, inthe Lords Houle;private,in our 
own houtes with our families, orin our chambers. 
and cloſets, in our Gzrdens , or inthe Fields, The 
excrciles to be performed, are confeſſion of our 
faith and our faults, abſolution, thankſgiving, hum- 
ble and hearty prayer, reading and expounding the 
{acred Oracles of God, the private readirg of the 
Scriptures or other goely books,the adminiſtration: 
and participation of the holy Sacraments ,. the ſing- 
ing of Divine Hymnes, meditation and conference, 
as well ro:ching thoſe things we have read and 
heard, as touching the wonderfull works of God 
in the Creation,and Government of the world : 
This isto be in the Spirit, ſpecially if theſe duties - 
be praiſcd by us in a Spirituall manner, thatis, if 
we perform them not faintly or formally , bur at- 
tentively and devoutly, as knowing that God i 4 
Spirit 6nd will be werſbipped by us in Spirit and Truth with 
a perfect heart, and with a willing minde, as the 
good Kirg Davidtaught his Son Solomon :; Withall 
we muſt remember, that works of charity are not to 
be negleQed on this day, they being the marks and: 
eftes of the Spirit. 

And that we may the better intend theſe Spiritu- 
all works in a Spirituall. manner, we are ſtill to car- 
ry in our.mindes that this Day is the Lords Day, 
and not the devillsor ours; and that not a part one- 
ly, but the whole day is his, the devils day we 


make. 
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make if, if we employ it in ſinfull as; our own, if 
in the ſervile works of our particular callings, er 
in bodily recreations, which further not , bur hin- 
der the praQice of our Spirituall duties ; For finfull 
ats, we muſt be carefull that we incurre not juſtly 
the cenſure of Tertullian , Siccine exprim:tur per publt- 
cum gaudium publicum dedecus ? Heccine ſolennes dies 
decent que alios non decent ® Malorum litentia pietas erit ? 
occaſio luxurie religio deputabitur ? Is our publike 
joy thus expreſſed by the publike diſgrace © Shall 
that be thought ro become an holy Day , which 
doth not become any day * Shall wicked licen- 
tiouſncſſe be accounted Piety ©. and occafions 
of luxury, Religion 2 If wantonneſſe, if drun- 
kenneſle, if fighting, if railing, if reviling, if 
{wearing ,. if curſing be ſinnes on every day, 
lurely much more onthe Lords Day.. Saint Hre- 
rome likewiſe in his Epiſtle to Exſtochium, ſeems 
much to miſlike excefhve Feaſting and feeding up- 
on theſe dayes, as being the occaſions of luxury, 
and conſequently of quarrelling and. wanton- 
nefle ;, Yalde abſurdum eſt nimia [leericar wvelle ho- 
norare Martyrem quem ſcias Deo placuiſſe jejuniis, It 
is moſt abſurd tro intend the honour of. that 
Martyr with exceſſive Feaſting ,, whom-' we 
know to: have pleaſed God with Faſting ; 
and if it can be. no honour to. the Martyr 
who loſt his blood for the Lords ſake, much leſle 
r the Lord, who redeemed the Martyr by his 
lood; 
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Of ſervile works is that noble Conſtitution of Zes,,, @.... 
the Einpe.to be underſtood.** We ordain,according. tlic. 4, 
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\ to the true meaning of the holy Ghoſt, and of the 
< Apoftles thereby directed,thar on the ſacred Day 
© wherein our own integrity was reftored, all do 
© reſt and {urceaſe labour ; that neither Husband- 
© mannorother, onthar day, put their hands to

© on to make that very day common , and to think 
*« we may do with it as with the reſt. 

W hich religious Edid of his,though it were 10- 
deed chiefly bent againſt bodily labour, yer may it 
well be cxtended againſt ſuch paſtimes and recrea- 
tions on that Day, as cannot bur withdraw us from 
the keeping of it inviolable. That unlawfull recre- 
ations may not be uſed on that day, no Chriſtian, I 
thiok, will deny, fince they may not be ufed on any 
dayes; fo as all the doubr is touching lawfull recre- 
ations, whereof ſome alſo there are, which I think 
no man will affirm to be lawfully uſed on the 
Lords Day, as Hawking , Hunting, and the like, 
which are not unlawfull in themſelves, but unlaw- 
full on that Day becauſe it is the Lords Day : And 
for other recications , if bodily labour, which on 

other 
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other dayes is not onely lawfall, bat neceſſary, be 
forbidden becauſe it is the Lords Day,methinks by 
the ſame reaſon, even lawfull recreations ſhould be 
forbidden on the ſame day, as tending no leſle to 
the violating of that Day than bodily labour ; If 
on that Day I may nor ſow nor reap, nor carry my 
Corn, no, not inthe moſt uncertain and catching 
weather, though ir carrycs a fiir ſhew of keeping 
thoſe precious fruits of the earth from ſpelling 
which God of his goodneſle hath ſentme, ſhall I 
preſume to uſe thoſc recreations on that Day,which 
commonly end in the abuſe of thoſe good bl:fhngs? 
Manlike exerciſes are, doubtlefle, very requiltte, 
but co::fidering the number of other holy dayes in 
our Church (under favour be it ſpoken) I ſee no ne- 
cciicy of puiting them in practice on the Lords 
Day, nor of ranking the Lords Day with-other ho- 
ly dayes. 

Some reformed Churches in other parts may 
perchance give way to the uſe of them on the

paſtimes, ſhall God in this be honoured, is it not a 
mockery * Is not this an unhallowing of his Name? 


And if you pleaſc,to Calvin we may addc —

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the great Champion of the Romiſh Church; who 
in his explanation of the title of the 91. Pſalm, ac- 
cording to their account; which is a Pſalm or ſorg 
forthe Sabbarh-day thus writes, Errant Indei qui 
otium $Sabbati ſibi datum eſſe exiſtimant ad vacandum con- 
wviviis & deambulationi; The Jews errc in thinking, 
that the reſt of the Sabboth was given them for 
feaſting and walking abroad: whercia he ſcems to 
have followed Saint Angyſtine in his Enarration up- 
on the ſame paſſage; who in particular there cen- 
ſureth them for their dancing, holding ir more al- 
lowable to plough, then to dance upon the Sab- 
The fame bath ; Melins eſt arare quam ſaltarc, theſe be his very 
comer words; and then goes on, 11; a bone opere Vacant, ab 
300k; De apere niugatorio non vacant;they reſt from honeft works, 
diem Cbor- tram vain works they reſt not: Et Tudeos imitaninr

the Lords day, that abſtaining from earthly labours 
and worldly pleaſures, we may wholly iatend 
Gods ſervice: And again, in ſeverall places of that 
Sermon, The holy Doors of the Church decreed, 
to transferre all the*glory of the Jewiſh Sabbath 
upon this day ; That what they in figure, the ſame 
we might celebrate in Truth ; Let us therefore, my 
brethren,obſerve the Lords day, and ſanRific it, as 
to them of old, it was given in charge, touching

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the Sabbath ; From evening to evening ye ſhall keep my 
| Sabbaths, Letus take care that our reſt be not vain, 
but from the evening of the Sabboth, to the even- 
ing of the Lords Day , being free from all worldly 
bufineſſe, Sol: divino cnultui vacemus, let us onely in- 
trend the ſervice of God; non forts fabulis, ſed intus 
pſalmodie & orationibus ſtudete, Do not ſpend your 
time in trifles, and telling of tales abroad, but in 
ſinging of Pſalms and prayers at home ;and do not 
think #1:u5 punttus dici ad Det officium, &rc. onely one 
little part of the day is conſecrated to Gods Ser- 
vice, andthe reſidue of the day, together with the

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worldly,but in a Spirituall manner; not as the Gen- 
tiles, but as Chriſtians : let us not hang up Garlands 
before our doors ; let us not be excrciſed in dan- 
cing, Orin the ſetting forth of playes; letus not 
effeminate our hearing with piping and harping ; 
let us not be clad with cffcminarte apparell, nor be 
girt with Girdlcs ſhining about with gold ; letus 
not be given to gluttony and drunkennefle, but let us 
leave theſe things to them, whoſe God is their 
belly, and their glory to their ſhame. 

Inthe ſame path with theſe great Lights of the 
Church, doth Peter Martyr walk , Ynum in hebdomada 
requ; fruit in quo reliquis oper:bus valedicentes uni ili tane 
tum incumberemns, he required one day in the week, 
in which, bidding adieu ro all other works, we 
ſhould onely intend his ſervice. He who gave unto * 
Atnlam a free liberty tocatof all the other trees m 
Paradiſe,r: ſerved to himſelf the Tree of the know- 
ledge of good andevill : which ſerved much to ag- 
gravate Adams offence, that having ſo large a ſcope 
to content himſelf withall, he would, notwithſtin- 
Cing, fall upon the forbidden fruit ; which is our 
calc if having all the dayes of the week ſave one 
granted to our uſe, we preſume to intrude vpon 
that which the Lord hath reſerved to himſelf, for 
his own uſe. Iris to this purpoſe worth the obſer- 
ving, that our Saviour, onthe very Day of his Re- 

ſurre&ion, which was the firſt day of the week,and 
row the Lords Day, appeared ſundry times ; inthe 
morning , at noon, and at night, thercby to ſhew, 
That not a part onely, but the whole Day was bis 5 
And again on the eighth day tollowing, which was

likewiſe the Lords Day, he appeared to his Apa» 
ſtles at night, to inſtruk them, and confirm their 
faith, thereby to teach us, that cyen then it ceaſeth 
not to be the Lords Day. And truely I ſce not how 
men can effcually profit by publike hearing, who 
ncgle@ private conference, and meditation after 
they have heard : Meditation being the concoction 
of our Spirituall Food, without which the ſoul can- 
not well be nouriſhed. They who bought and ſold 
1n atrio Templi, inthe porch, or utmoſt part of the 
Temple, thereby prophaned the Temple it ſelf and 
made it a den of theeves, as our Saviour cenſures 
them ; and I doubt not but he is as tender of this 
Day, and every part thereof, as of his Houle, or 
rather more tender ; his Houſe being conſecarted to 
him by men, but his Day, by Himſelf, to Himſelf ; 
and belides, inthe Primitive Church he was long 
without an Houſe, but not without a Day from the 
very firſt infancy thereof : which hath made me to 
wonder,that they who are ſo zealous for the Lords 
Houſe, and the Lords Portion, received by the 
hand of his Mioiſters, ſhould not likewiſe be as zea- 
lous for the religious obſervation of his Day, cſpe- 
cially conſidering that it may give men occalion to 
ſuſpect, though perchance unjuſtly, that they purſue 

their own pomp and profit , in being ſo hot for the 

ene, and their own eaſe and pleaſure in being ſo 

cold for the other. He who ſtands for the Lords 

Houſe, and the Lords Portion, becaulc itis the 

Lords,cannot bur ſtand likewiſe for the Lords Day, 

becauſe it is his , his Day , doubtleſſe having as 


ſtrong a relation to him, ascither his Houſe or his

Portion, it not a ſtronger: He who layes ſacrilegi- 
ous hands upon a part of that which is conſecrated 
to the Lord,thereby violates the whole; and there- 
fore were Ananias end bis wife ſtricken with ſud- 
den dcath, becauſe thev kept back, not the whole, 
| but apart of that money they had received for their 
Land, and was cntirely dre to the Lord and his 
Church; andif weperirit men to detainfrom the 
Lord a part of his Day, letustake heed left there- 
by they bethe more emboldened to detain part of- 
his Portion, both from him and us.. 

T he pcople, God knows, for the moſt part, are- 
of thcmiclves apt cnough to take more liberty than 
is fir, totake an El], where there is but an Inch al- 
lowed them ; and -having once gotten the rains 
looſe, to runaway in a full carreer. Andif it be 
obſerved, it will appear that more miſchiefs have 
enſued upon publique Games on the Lords Day, 
than on any other day of the week ; nay my ſelf 
have obſerved more to have been drowned, who 
went intothe River onely to waſh their bodies, of 
the Lords Day, than any other day beſide. In 
Cornwall , not farre from Saint Germans , are in a fair- 

lain, certain ſtones to be ſeen, which the-neigh- 
ouring people call the Hurlers, becauſe they ftand: 
in that order and diſtance each from other, as Hurs- 
lers uſe todo; and the current tradition among the 
inhabirants there,is, thar certain Hurlers, for the 
prophanation of the Lords Day - in-thar exerciſe, 
were,by Gods Judgenent,turned into thoſe ſtones : 
which Camden calls a pious errour, and ſo I belecve 
it:to be : yet withall. from thence I obſcryc the re- 
ſpe, 
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ſpe, which even in regard of manlike exerciſes, 
was born to that Day, and that inthe depth of po- 
pery, for otherwiſe ſucha tradition could not have 
20tten foot and prevailed among them. Neither" 
dol alleadge this for want of trucexamples inthis 
inde, there being many and me norable,which are 
recorded by others, as well of forraigne parts, as 
our own Country , in which (to the honour be it 
ſpoken of the reformed Religion, and our Sovye- 
raigne Princes, the protectors thereof ) our Reve- 
rend Judges have reftrained themſelves, and our 
ordinary Carryers have, by publique Authority, 
been reſtrained from travelling on the Lords Day, 
(though both carry with them the adyantage of the 
publique good ) to the great comfort of ſuch as 
without all ſchiſmaticall humour or peeviſh affeta- 
tion of fingularity, heartily embrace both the Do- 
arine proteſſed, and diſcipline practiſed. in_ the 
Church of. Fngland; and their hope is that other a- 
buſes yet remaining and tending -to the propbanati- 
on of that Day may in good time likewiſe be refor- 
med, as in ſome forraigne reformed Churches they - 
have lately been; - 
Laſtly, for our inſtrugtion and imitation againſt - 
the prophanation of this Day, as well Generall 
Councells, and Provinciall Synods have bent their 
Canons, as Emperors, and Kings , and Common- 


weals their Laws: Such were Confla:tine the Great Euſbiu de 
(the firſt Chriſtian Emperour , born in this Iſland). —_ - 
and Charles the Great, Cannins the Dane, Henry the 19 .;. 


6”, and Edward the 6, three of our moſt pious 


Princes, who zcalouſly ſtood for the religious 
E. 3 obſervation 
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obſervation of this Day, as Nehemiah did for the 
ſanditying of the Jewiſh Sabboth. 

My Conclufion ſhall be, That if ſome bodily re- 
creations on the Lords Day , tor the better ſani- 
fying theicof, be thought requilite, yet under cor-, 
recon, I ſhould conceive them more tolerable in 
the Patior, who that Day hath ſpent his ſpirits in 
a faitntull diſcharge ot his Miniſteriall Fundion, 
than 1n the people; and among the people, rather 
in Iradel-men and Husband men, than in Gentle- 
men, who tor the moſt part, make every day holy- 
_ day in following their ſports ; and in all with theſe 
L:mitations. | 
Firſt, That they be in their conſcience fully per- 
ſwaded that the games which they uſe be not onely 
lawfull in themſclves,but alſoin regard of the Day; 
for whatſoever u net of faith , * ſinne ; that which I; 
think ualawfull , or am not pcrſwaded in my ſelf 
thar ir is lawfull, thoughinir {clf it be ſo, yet tome 
it is ſinne; ſoas itis a ſafe rule in Divinity, 2u0d du- 
bitas ne feceris, that which thou doubteſt of, do. not. 
The ſccond linitation is, That our Recreations do 
. nottend to the ſcandall of others ; 1f meat make my. 
brother offend, ſaith the Apoſtle, 7 will eat no fleſh while 
the world ſtandeth, leſt I make my brother to offend; and yet 
may publique Recreations one day in the week be 
morecafily be forbora,than meat whiles the world 
ftandeth. My third limitation is , That theſe Re- 
creations tend to the better ſanRification of the 
Lords Day,in the refreſhing of mens ſpirits, San4i- 
fication being by all Divines confeſſed to be the 
principall end thereof , which bcing laid for a 

ground, 
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ground, the conſequence in my judgement, is una- 

voidable, That all our aQions on that day ought 

{ more or lefleto be direed and ſquared thereunto, 
according to that approved rule of the Schools, 

Tantum deſtinati ſ[uracndum ,, quantum ad finem prodeft, 

ſo much of the means as conduceth to the end, is to 

be taken, and no more. I will ſhur up all with that 

of the Evangelicall ProphetE/ay,only changing the cp ;z. 

J:wiſh Sabboth into the Lords Day, the Sabbath of v. 3,14- 

the Chriſtians ; 1f rhow turn away thy foot from doing 

thy pleaſure on my holy Day, and call ;t a delight, the holy of 

the Lord, honorable, and ſhalt hozzour him, not doin thine 

own wayes, nor finding thine own pleaſare , nor ſpeaking 

thi..e own words : Then ſhalt thou delight thy ſeif in the 

Lord, and I will cauſe thee to ride upon the high places of 

the earth, and feed thre with the Heritage of . Jacob 

thy father ; For the mouth of the Lord bath ſpoken 


it.

Sonow 
the undauned and couragious Spaniards , though 
lictle in number, by reaſon of their daily loſſes, & 
feed by the over-greedy deſire of gloric, andgaY- 
ning of the Fort of their adverſaries, and by thel 

high reſolution on the other ſide-to withſtand theit 
enemies intent. The 4lcald,; or. Goyemour of the 
Towne, ſeeing ro what a ſtreight they were brought, 
by this hard pounding of them up by their _—

like a diſcreet and carefull overſeer of his taske.labo- 
rious, and ſedulons Paſtor of his intrufted flock : hee 
began ip cimme ( ſeeing this cloud of Watrre hanging 
over h1s head, and thereupon a great tempelt of 
Armes threatned to prevent this ſtorme therefore, 
2nd ro ſeek ſhelter afore the faid ſtorme for himſelfe, 
and the reſt of his warre, and weather-bearen compa- 
ry, being as aforeſaid daily diminiſhed, andthe ene- 
nies on rhe other ſide everie day mcre and more in- 
crealing, ſtill by new freſh and daily reliefes and ſuc- 
cors from their neighbour home,ro their grearcom- 
fort and encouragement. The 4/cald, as is ſaid, per. 
ceiving things as they ſtood, with all ſpeed afſembled 
the prime of his retinue, and rold them rhe ſtare of 
the bulineſſe as ir ſtood in his conceie, which accor- 
dingly was conceived of by the moſt underſtanding 
ofthem,robe ashe conceived: whereupon by general 
conſent of all the Commanders then there, a ſpeedy 
advertiſement of all the ſeverall parricularities rou- 
ching the ſtare of the Towne, the beſic and the 
diſtreſſed, (iFnor our of hand relieved )befieged, was 
diſparched to his Cathnlike Majeſty, which diſpatch 
was ſundry 'and verie oftentimesconfirmed, by the 
comming ſtill of new adverciſements and ſolicirati- 
ons of preſent ſiccours borh to his aid facred Maj :- 
(tie of Spaine, and to the Almirant of Caſtile, aman 
ofa maſk ancientand noble farmilie, eminentinrhe 
Common- wealth by his welkdeſerved office, and in 
bis nature and vertuous qualities, nor eafily paral- 
ld, bur ſcarcely 'imirable : And to conclude, 
though not with the ewentieth parr of hisgoodnes z 
yerin few words co comprehend much, a man that

ſted to the world his honeſt hearr, cleare conſtience, 
lovingnature,and ſtout reſolurion,by commiſerati 
like a good Patriot, the hard caſe of his afflicted coun- 
try-men ; for preſently and out- of hand hee called « 
Councell of warre, of the beſt and moſt _nG 
Leaders in his armie , repreſenting unto them the 
grievances and requeſt of rhe Govyernour, and his 
Garriſon,.commanding them, that after ſcriomcon- 
ſultation thereof had rhar night : that the next mor- 
ning, they ſhould render him an accoant of theirre- 
ſolution therin, for the beſtprevention of the enemies 
delignes, and moſt convenient meanes of ſyccouring 
their dangeronſly engaged friends. But by reaſon of

way three Spaniſh Captaines, and foure Irifh, which 
[riſh Captaines were Darielo Cahan, David Barrie, 
Oliver fitz Gerald, and Captaine lerentio oGallig- 
howe, and with the A nidaente Pedro Geraldine, they 
went on'with. a crew of brave and ftour ſtomacke 
men, reſolved, rather chan that chey ſhould faile of 
ſuccouring their friends in their extremitie ro make 
their enemies dig up their graves, and them accor- 
dirg to the heathen cuſtome , ro'ſprinkie with rhe 
blo: d of their ſaid enemies, and ſo ro offer a humane 
fcrifice for the expiation of their offences on earth: 
But as God would haveit, there was no ſuchneed ; 
forwicthcur ker or moleſtation, they entred into the 
ehdangered Cirie with defired , and long expected 
ſuccour, to the extream joy and hearty comfort of 
the beſieged. GO, 

The Iriſh Caprains with their Anidants and Com- 
panies , were no ſooner incloſed within the narrow 
precin& of the Citie walls, bur thar like fire, being 
removed from a vaſt and large place, where its exha- 
lations 'had free ſcope of piſſing through the aire 
whereby the hear is nor ſo forceable, nor extreame, 
as it is when the fire is removed intoa narrow Or 
ſtraight roomor compaſſe, where thoſe fierie bodies

Now 
all things being in prder for the ſally,;by the incorpo» 
rating and-Marſballing of the Companies as the oat» 
rowneſle of the place could afford n:eanes to dee: 
this being done, they .iflned bravely.ap.che ſpddains 
with ſuch furie and. eagerneſſe..to fight, asf it ha 
been a mounraines flood, which beares, and forcibly 
carries afore it,men and beaſts, trees and ſt»nes,by the 
force of the rioreus Current : Even ſo went on theſe 
brave Warriers,till they fell upon the enemies trench,

Almirante de Caſtilla, the thrice noble, and brave 
worthy afore-menrioned, prime Generall ofthe Spa- 

niſh Armies, after his arrivall ar Sr. Sebaſtian,hee di- 
ſpatched like a prudent Chiefetaine many ſpies to dif 
cover the paſſages, ſallidas, forrificartions, the number 
of their enemies watches, with the order of the fame, 
and their vigilancie in ſerting their watches, with 
all the poſrible advantages that might be had of their 
faid watches, fortifications, and ſtrongeſt workes,: as 
alio rodiſcover the ſtare of the befieged : of which 
being advertiſed by the Governour, and of the dan. 
ger they were in, if not preſently ſuccoured, as alſo 
the great forwardneſle of theirenemies proceedings, 
if not ſpeedily interrupted. 'Vpon which notice the 
LAlmirant reſolved out of hand roattempr the re- 

lieving of the Cirie both by ſea and land, which his 
brave intent; as God would have ir, nay cooke 

deſired effe&t; ' twice'by = arrivall yr 
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and Iriſh ſaccours to the beleaguered : Notwithſtan. 
ding all theſe ſaccours arrived in the Towne,and the 
flying rumours daily of the Spaniards maine armies 
approach, the French obſtinarely benr, either to take 
the towne, or toloſe themſelves in the purſuit there. 
of, daily made tharapproaches with Trenches, Gal 
leries,and other warlike ground-works, and fo well 
plyed themſelves to the Spade and Mattock, thatin 
ſhorc time they came tothe Towne ditch and wall, 
and there blew up their Mines in three ſeverall places; 
by meanes whereof, the walls on that ſide were ſo 
ſore ſhaken and broken, that they were even leyelled 
with the earth: {o that by this, and the daily skirmi- 
ſhes, and continuall alarums given to them, of the 
Towne by the enemies keeping them ſtil] awake, by 
their mulcitudes , whereas the beleaguered had bur 
few hands,ſo that they conld not change, but that the 
ſame men were ftill upon the Wals, by whicb,andthe 
terrible roaring of-the French Canon,freely beſtow- 
ing its murthering bullers amongſt the unthankfall, 
but not ungratefull beſieged receivers : the one halfe 
almoſt of the beſieged were ſlaughtered, and thereſt 
ſore wounded,:andtired quite with continual watch- 
ings and allarums : but in this'extremitie the noble 
Matrons and yong maidens of the-Cicie, mightily re- 
vived the drooping ( for want of ſtrength , ;not: of 
conrape ) ſouldiers;-for ſtill they would be at hand 
with powder, Bullets, Guns,{words,Pikes; meat and ' 
drinke to the hungrie and thirſty, cure to the woun» 
ded, and their hands were as forward inthe ground- 
workes, and Counterſcarfes of the Citie,as any ſoul- 
diersin the Garriſon, and thoſe that were hurt wy 
carne 
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carryed home totheir houſes; and there cheriſhed: 
them, and cured them as if they had been their owne 
Fathers, or Husbands, or Brethren : which Ld mazo- 
»ian behaviour and reſolution ſo animated the aba- 
red ſtrengths, and tyred vigorous ſpirits of theun- 
daunred Spaniards, and Iriſh, that even then as they 
thought ( being in the jawes of death ) being ſure 
they ſhould be ſlain, for yeeld they would not rofave 
| athoufandlives to each one , ſo carefull were they of 
their honour, and the repntation of their nation. E- 
yen then, I ſay, being in this extremitie, they reafſu- 
med to themſelves new courages, and outofa meer 
debilitie , and forced weaknefle , they ſqueezed ro 
themſelyes new ſtrength and couragious reſolution : 
for itis knowne by tryed experience , ever ſince itis 
knowne what man and womanare, what power the 
force of love of the one Sex hath, to kindle inthe ge- 
nerous breaſt o fthe other, an invincible minde and 
boldnefſe,of which, Ages,and Authors,bcth ancient 
and moderne afford multiplicitie cf preſidents and 
examples, which more fully to exprefſe is nor my pre- 
ſent intent : but my pvrpoſe is to declare, according 
ro my conſcience, and experience in that warre to ſer 
forth fully, and not defraud either ſide of their wor- 
thily atchieved glories: for by the womens 1ncoura- 
ging , and rowſing vp. of ( the almoſt deje&ed 
engths of) the Garriſon ſouldiers, the reanima- 
ted Spaniards and Iriſh were ſodreadfull totheir be- 
lieging enemies, that they durſt no more approach 
them than raging & hungrie mawed Lions. Y er nor. 
wr ns | this,as is ſaid,by the continuall bloody 


broyles, and toylſome labours, halfe 'the ſouldiers 
| beleaguered 
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beleaguer'd were ſlain,and many more of the French, 
and cn borh ſides great numbers of Crepples, and 
maimed limlefſe tnen eſcaped ro preſerve the memo. 
rie of theſe cruell frayes of Mars, by the direfull Jof. 
ſes, and borne, and accompanying examples of their 
mangled members. 


The Prince de Conde, Generall of the moſt Chri- 
 ſtian Kings Armie, imagining wiſely with the reſt of 
the Councell of warre, by the grear I-fle ſuſtainedby 
thoſe of the Towne : and alſo by the breaking down 
of their walls by his Mines, as isafore related , that 
then hee may builda firme gr--und of giving an af 
{fault to che Towne, upon thoſe great advanrtages-he 
ſuppoſed himſelfe to have over thoſe of the Towne, 
for their lack aſwell of men, as of defenſible Walls, 
As alſo by the great numbers on the other ſide hewss 
himſelf furniſhed of, of valiant & brave French Cava- 
liers, andall kinde of warlike Engines for codiftrefſe 
the beſieged. Vpon which ſure foundations ſetling 
himſelfe for to give the afſaule, hee preſently gave 
command , which was accordingly worthily execu- 
ted by thereſc-lute French men, on the right hand of 
the breach, where they proceeded with ſuch hear, fu- 
rie, and alour,as if everie one of them carryedlight- 
ning in their armes and weapons, tillchey were cot 
fronted upon the ruines of the decayed and battered 
walls, by thevalorous Spaniſhand Iriſh ſouldiers, 
where both parties proceeded one againſt another. 
Jaſt like as in a ſtormie and tempeſtnous day , the 
rroubled and raging waves of the ſhipwrack threat- 
ning ſea, we fee doerun with conjoyned and ſtrongly 
| knitte 
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knitted force, intending ro carrie all before them, 


minding no reſiſtance, but on rhe ſuddaine we ſee 


they are mer by the maine and impenetrable front of 


ſome high reared ſtonie Cliffe,- where contrarie to 
their preſumpruous and over-weening expectations, 
all their hopes are daſhed,and their powers diſ-joyn- 
ted and beaten back in diſmembred parcells into the 
maine bodie of their inſulting ſeconding mother. 
Even ſo were rhe fierie ſtoracks of the haſty French 
cooled and quenched by rhe pure and precioas wa- 
ters of the anconquerable Spaniſh and Iriſh courages, 
and given repulſes : where the French, after their 
forced rerire, in memorie of their yalour, left the 
breach full of their dead carkafſess | 


The French Commanders ſeeing no hope, or any 
poſlibilicie of carrying the place by force of afſaulr, 
propounded to' rhe beſieged certaine overtures of 
peace ( becauſe they were loath to expect the wearing 
them out by hunger, and ſiege : which in Martiall 
brunts they could not doe with greateſt advantages) 
in which Overtures they proponnded the difficulrie, 
if nor impoſsibility of any ſuccour : which indeed to 
my owne knowledge was very true. Secondly they 
propoſed any quarter:they would deſire. Which pro- 
potions after conſideration thereof had by the be- 
lieged ( as by men who did nothalfe ſo much fear che 
imminent danger, nay apparent lofſeof their lives, 
4s by all preſumption ir was likeas their Joyaltie and 
good example to their King and Countrie) were ut- | 
terly rejected. | ; 

The lluſtrious Almwirante de Ceſti0ia being adver- 
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tiſed of the perill the beleagnered werein, did not 
{ſo highly in words commend their courage, and fide. 
litie, but that hee as inwardly dreaded and feared 
their danger. : wherefore conyocaring a generall 
Councell of warre, of the moſt and beſt experienced 
ſouldiers about him , hee imparted the importance, 
and conſequence of the buſinefſe co them, with the 
difficulties and dangers thereof ariſing, if ſpeedyre- 
medy werenotapplyed ; and therefore commandetl | 
their opinions therein, to the beſt availe of his Ma- 
- jeſtieslervice, and diſcharge of their own conſcience 
and duty, being intruſted 1n ic, 


In theneck of which conſuleation, there arrived a 
Poſt from his Catholike Majcſtie, and his great pri- 
vate and prudent, and worthy Counſellour Cond: 
Duke , confirming as it were afore-hand the enſying 
reſolution of the Councell, which unanimouſly was 
todivice the Armie in three parts - the one of which 
to bee imployed abour the buſying and diverting the 
enemies forces from the Towne. And the other 
two'toattend all opportunities and advantages that 
may be taken or offered , either by the negligence of 
the enemie, orby the commoditie or ſcirgation 
the place,tocharge him to his greateſt annoy; andto 
endeavour by all meanes to relieve the begirt Cite 
of Fnenteravia. 


Vpon 
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Vee this reſolution raken, and ill things readily 

Y appoynted, order wasgiven, thatthe' Armie 
ſhould march ar a ſer and appoynted hovre: Mar- 
quis de Aortarg one of the Spaniſh Commanders, ſee= 
ing choſe under the leading of .the Almirante him- 
{elfe toapproach neare, commanded che vanguard 
of his 'owne Troeps to: march on towards the E- 
'nemie. 

Thea fell on with ſpeed, and unſpeakable courage 
'the incorporated vanguard of the Corolenia of 
Conde Duke, and of the two Iriſh Regimenrs of 
the Earlesof Tirone, and Tirconell : the Condy- 
ors and ſruldiers of which ſeemed for haſte and 
hunger ro fight ro preventdefire it felfe : ſo forward 
they were to doe their Prince ſervice, and hisene- 
'miesdammage, and detrimenc: which their defire 
tooke ſpeedy execution, by their eager and furious 
falling upoa their enemies : ſo that in Jefſethan an 
houce they rook in the two next adjoyning Calina's 
*with eleyen appoynted poſts in them, which the 
French did poſſefſe. 


After this, Serjeant Major Barrie, anTriſh nianof 
long tryed and approved experience inthe warres of 
"the Low Countties ahd of Germanfe ; and one who 
gave good tokens of his great skill, and 2bilitie in 
'warlike and'marriall affaires, and Dilcip'ine, as well 
In this exploic, as in other precedene imporrant ſer- 
"vices, as it-is welt knowne to many ; having the 
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leading and condutt of the ſaid incorporated: yan» 
guard of the Spaniſh armie, hee marched on dire- 
aly without ſtay with incredible warineffe and reſo- 
lution with his vanguard to the maine great Trench 
of his enemy. taking as he marched all the advan- 
rages and commodities which the ſcituation of the 
place would ſuffer, or any way afford, till hee came 
within Piſtoll ſhot of the enemies great and ſtrongeſt 
Trench; when on both ſides there began a bloudie 
ſkirmiſh , with which there aroſe a great noyſe of 
Drums and Trumpets in the French Camp, when 
their Artillerie began toroare , and flye bountifully 
ro the Spaniſh ſide, with which Barrie $kirmiſhing all 
this while upon the brinks of the enemies great and 
maineſtrrench, and prying narrowly tothe enemies 
doing, omit:ing nothing that might becom a skilful 
and prudent Leader to his ſouldiers, anda dangerous 
and advantagious enemie to his enemies, going from 
place to place, ſtill encouraging with comfortable - 
words, where hee found any coldnefle of courage, 
which hee. found in verie few , and putting themin 
the moſt forwardhope of reward, reforming and 
ſerling the ranks in compleat and perfect order , and 
putting themin generall in memorie of their former 
and famous attchieyements, tothe renowne and per- 
p*tnall credir 'of their Nations both of Spaine 
and Ireland, So rhat by theſe, and other his expert 
kdulous and skilfall incouragemeats , hee made 
of the multicude, as if it had been bur one compleat 
and well compoſed bodie, and made them ſo ready 
and willing co cbferve his commands ,. that hee 
could ſcarce command, but it was ſoreadily.obeyes 
| that-

that ſcarce any difference could bediſcerned: betwixt 
the command, and che « bedience: chereunto- hee 
made them ſo ready ard dextercus to performe his 
will, as if chey had beene the bc-dy, and he the head: 
thebody cculd nor obey rhe will of che head ſooner 
than they did his, which was a thing worthy of nore 
robe done im ſo ſhort a rime,, and which und.r Gud 
was the chiefe meanes of gaining the victorie. 


Now being thus buſie, as is ſaid, he might perceive 
that the enemies horſe made preparation to give 
acharge upon him : which perceiving , hee approa- 
ched nearer unto them, and powred among them: a 
whole{ volley of ſhor, and then prepared himſelf for 
the fighr, giving preſenr inſtruftions co that effect, as 
one who knew well et e yalour and refolution of rhe 
French Horſe : then prefenrly {did hee call inro the 
vanguard all che Officers reformed and Cavaliers of 
therwo Iriſh Regiments, wholike vahanrand brave 
Cavaliers madeno ſtay;bur appeared preſently with 
all diligence Obedience ar his beck : Of chem did 
Barrie frame the front of the pikes, to reſiſt the 
furie of the enemies horſe, the (hor being ſeveral- 
ly divided into all poſſible advantages, to bee raken 
according to the naturall ſituation of the place. 


Thus all chings being in perfe& order accordmg 
tothe time, to cffend rhe enemie, and to defend 
themſelves, if he ſhould artempr any thing againſt 
them : Barrie diſpatched five Officers, Vivo's 'aad 


Reformed, with preſent advertiſements to Mort ara; 
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and for other helps, as powder, Matches, and facts, 
like other neceſsicies, of which he was nota pleat... 
fully provided as he would, which his requeſt, - Mor. 
| tara, like a brave, provident, and wiſe Commander. 
preſently granted. . 


Then Barrie ns that all things were duely 
and decently ordered for the fight, and that the, 
| ſouldiers wereprovided to their content, began to 
incourage them a new with the moſt comfortable 
word: he cou'd deviſe,calling uponthe common ſoub- 
 diers by name thoſe which he knew, the reſtherook 
by the hands and promiſed them great rewards, ſpee- 
king ſeverally co each Captain, Commander and Of. 
ficer- under his charge , encouraging them apart; 
and then in generall-ſhewing. them where new re- 
liefes were, in all haſte marching to them and after 
thoſe reliefes, the:Reeregard marching in ofdes.to, 
their aſviſtance : Then Barrie the ſecond time ſent 
two Reformed Iriſh-Officers , adyertifing Marquis: 
de Mortara, thar if hee did ſend: ſuccour tc: charge 
on the right hand of thegreart Trench, to buſie that. 
ſide-y hee with the vanguard would with reſolution : 
fall upon the.reſt of the enemies fortifications upon 
his perill, andthathe hoped co.give good acccmpr. 
of his (proceedings therein. Mertara- for his owne 
diſcharge, and being mightie glad, andJoyfull of the 
hope he conceived what noble. effet che worthy at- 
tempr of ſuch acouragious crew as Barrie , and his 
followers were, wauld bring forth, if ic were well- 
ſeconded 5 diſpatcheda meſſage out of hand to the 


Almirante + 
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Almirante ; ſignifying untohim the ſure of B4-i 
rrie s honourable requeſts, and Chivalrous intent, 
and reſolution, who taking conſideration of: the 
bufinefſe, and being diſcuſſed among ſome of the 
chiefeſt Commanders, Marquis de Torrecyſa offered: 
himſelfe to bee imploy'd according to Barries re- 
queſt , who being licenſed, departed ; and having im- 
batrailed his men, and incouraged them, as the 
| ſhortneſſe of time gave leiſure, hee went manfully: 
and reſolutely, andiled his men to give charge upon- 
the right hand of the enemies great Trench, as Bar- 
riedemanded : but Toxrecw/a was twice repulſt, Yeo 
the third rime hee pained. that ſide: of the Trench, 
which he affaalred, andcame arlaſt to hisappoynted 
placeof F xecution with great Courage and diſcreti- 
on, wheregaining the redout that was on the right 
hand, hee and his Spaniards, and Neapolirans, 
fought with-ſuohs vigour and-mighr:, thac it was 
ſtranpeco behold, but that it was known,they were alt 
choſen andapproved men, led by fo valianrand wiſe 
a Leader as Torrecaſa was: And 'there was another 
thing that made-thelſe doings of Torracu{a,; and his 
traine to.ſeeme the leſke ſtrange, © which wav ro ſee, 
with what. violence and ' forte Barrie andthe Van- 
guard of che Irjfh and Spaniſh under hiseonduGand 
command, -- fer npon the reſt of: theenemies grear 
Trench , which they cook andrdrove back the enea 
mies with ſach fary, rhat it was wonderfull co be. 
hold : and where Torreca/a fought wirh his Neapo: 
liransand Spaniards, was the cruell eff: of Ire and 
courage.to bee. ſeene.upon the miſerahle mangled 
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- bodies of the killed and (Jaine ; the heavygroang of 
the wounded, the loud ſhrieks of the diſtrefſed dy. 
ing ſouldiers; the neighing of horees, the clatte. 
ring of Armcur, the claſhing of ſwords and wea. 
pons together, where a man may ſee revenge quench 
her chirſt wich humane blood, There was (laughter 
in her royaltie, crowned with Majeſty, catried, and 
treading upon dead and wounded bodies , and to 
conclude, there was ſuch a death-breeding confuſion 
and terrible deadly dreadfullnoyſe of the dying and 
wounded, and of Drums, Trumpets, and other 
Militarie inſtruments, as if halte che world were af. 
ſembled rogether,, and had conſpired: with tull in- 
tenr codeſtroy all man-kinde in the other halfe, and 
were alviſted by all the ſeverall-Elements , ſuch a 
Confuſion there. was : for .where the Spaniards 
and Irifh fought, there was yo reſiſtance to be made 
againſt them : for they made ſuch a bloody Maffacre 
and hayock of their enemies, thar by pure force and 
dint.of ſword they drove them onr of their ſtrongeſt 
fortification. Which: Barrie perceiving , and that 
Torrecxſa and hee had the vittorie on- borh ſides of 
the field, by the forcing of their enemies our of rhat 
Trench, he commanded, (his thirſt of honour be- 
ing nor yet quenched ) the yanguard to advance fur- 
ther towards che enemie, which they obeying,imme* 
- diately,the firſtrroops of Muſqueriers advancing in- 

tO, gave way to the reſt to follow them ro” execute 

their Commanders will. "The French ſeeing their 
laſt refuge to conſiſt in their. yalorous carriage, with 

ſtout coureges their Cayallerie gave a brave charge 
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apon the fore-moſt troops of Barrier ſouldiers, and. 
made them retire backe intorhe Trench they had 
formerly taken. Then immediately againe came 
freſh ſuccours of Torracu/a and Mortara,- and then 
the ſecond time did Torrac#ſz and Barrie advance 
with the vanguard, and made alſo a diſtance of, till 
the Rereguard ;arrived , and fell with united for- 
ces on the enemie .with ſuch farie, chat they were - 
forced ro make avertue of necefsitie, which wasto 
retire : which if they had not timely and providenrt- 
ly done, they had incurred great and moſt imminent 
danger. For if a thoufand Muſqueriers of Dax 
Pedro Siron, and Dor 1oſeph deſanta Maria, had come 
ppon their backs on the other fide in a narrow paſ- 
fage, hardly could they have retired, or eſcaped, but - 
with greathazzard and lofle. 


Now theflanghter was rhe greateſt when they 
came to the Sea fide ; where ZFarrie ſhewed himſelfe 
a man that could uſe his vicorie with moderation, . 
and mercie tothe vanquiſhed, which was a vertue 
ſo much commended in ancient and famous Cap- 
raines, and rhat deſervedly in my'conceir - for after 
that the French were paſt hope of eſcape, and that - 
they ſubmirred themſelyes, and helduptheir hands - 
for mercie, it wasnot the part of a man indued with 
naturall reaſon.,- and rouched with any tenderneſfſe 
of Conſcience or generofitie of minde ro kill and. 
murther them ſocrawling ar their feet , and voyd of . 
a'lpower co defend themſelves, but ratherit became - 
2 brutiſh inſalting beat; andas weeheare, there are - 
{ome + 
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«ſome beaſts that never inſule ſo, nor-exerciſe 
,cruell power upon the conquered : but ſeeing them 


voydof defence, leave ther fo, as namely the King 
,of Beaſts, the royall Lion. 


; Which noble vertue of the Lion 2arrie notably 
imitated here ; for hee ſuffered not one man of all 
.the French , that ſubmitted themſelves and came out 
of the Sea, to receive the Jeaſt hurt or dammage, 
bur preſerved the lives of great multitudes, whoby 
all likelyhood had beene all pur tothe ſword, by 
thoſe that meither regarded their honour , nor the 
feare of God, bur'follawed .and were-guided by 
their owne unmercifull ſavage humour, and could 
away with no reaſon, but their unreaſonable and 
bruciſh will : which preſamption and madneſſe Bar- 
rie wiſely reſtrained ,* by appoynting certaine luſty 

+ ouldiers of his Retinue, ro«-gnard the vanquiſhed 
French : giving them incharge, touſe them as ene- 
. mes, that offered any injurie tothe French : which 
wasthe meanes asbefore is ſaid, that great numbers 
of lives were ſaved, as the French can teſtifie ; As 
alſo with whar kindnefſe and courteſie the Iriſh fa- 


- voured them, being their proteors ever ſince the fu- 
xie was paſt,
